Down  with  5-cent  pie-cuts,  2-bit  hair-cuts,  15-cent  bacon, 
nickel  cigars,  12-cent  oats,  98-cent  galoshes,  60-cent  pota¬ 
toes,  9-cent  gasoline  and  other  “skids”. 

Last  season,  we  added  potash  to  our  culture — an  assur¬ 
ance  to  you  of  good,  healthy  field  grown  stock.  Not  being 
interested  in  the  cut  flower  market,  we  hold  our  blooms  to 
a  minimum.  You  can  not  “cook  the  goose  and  have  it  honk 
the  morning  after” — so  experience  teaches  that  any  dahlia 
root  system  that  is  highly  fertilized  and  forced  to  produce 
mammoth  blooms  is  not  a  good  investment  for  the  following 
season’s  growth.

Some  have  experienced  discouragements  in  raising 
dahlias,  due,  in  most  cases,  to  a  lack  of  essentials — such  as 
good  drainage,  depth  in  planting  to  avoid  drouths,  distance 
from  the  root  systems  of  trees  and  shrubbery,  cultivation 
after  rains,  heavy  mulching  in  middle  August,  and  most 
important  of  all,  spraying  of  the  plants  at  least  once  each 
week  from  early  growth  in  June  until  the  killing  frost  in 
October.  We  have  found  “EVERGREEN”  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  insecticide,  expense  considered. 

Maybe  dahlias  are  somewhat  tempermental,  but  they  are 
the  PRIMA  DONNAS  of  the  garden  and  that’s  sumptin.
